ing program for limitation of naval I 
arm am ent appeared to he sealed, fol­ 
lowing the acceptance by all powers 
of the four principles suggested by the 
United States as the basis of any far 
eastern settlm ent. 
Only on limitation 
of land arm am ent is definite agree­ 
ment doubtful. 
From now on, the process of ‘‘get­ 
ting together’’ is expected to proc eed 
uninterrupted, an American 
official 
told the United Press. 
“We have made definite and most 
satisfying progress on everything." he 
said. 
“We are most optimistic that 
we shall from now' on make progress 
even m ore rapidly because the con­ 
ference thus far has produced an at­ 
m osphere of accord and understanding 
that is most happy, and is essential to 
our success.” 


Frame Binding Agreement

A m erican delegate, the

com mittee appointed a sub-committee 
to investigate the Chinese treasury, 
and the treaty provisions limiting cus­ 
toms she may impose to five per cent 
on the products of the various nations. 
While the American advisory coun­ 
cil might, with the American dele­ 
gates “react” to 
certain 
suggested 
modifications in the American pro­ 
gram for limitation 
of

ment, there were Indications that J a ­ 
pan was prepared to abandon some of 
her objections in this respect. A com ­ 
plete-agreem ent on the American pro­ 
gram appeared nearer. 
G reat Britain semi-offieially backed 
the view of the United States that a 
definite, binding agreem ent should he 
fram ed by the conference in settle­ 
m ent of far eastern problems.

Conference Nearing Agreement 


W ashington, Nov. 22—The arm s lim 
Ration conference today was coming 
speedily toward an agreem ent on two 
of the m ajor tasks—limitation of naval 
arm am ent and untangling of the in ­ 
tricate far eastern problem. 
As to the 
third major task —limitation of land 
arm am en t—the impression prevailed 
that it would not be taken up at this 
time. 
It was apparent that the American
